REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


There is special propriety in the holding of the Northwest Synod’s convention 


this year in Holy Trinity church, Minneapolis. This is preeminently a stewardship 


convention. It marks another epoch in the Synod's life by the formal induction of a 
full-time stewardship secretary. The official emissary of * 
United Lutheran church is the executive secretary of the Lay- 
man’s Movement for Stewardship. The host to the convention 
is a congregation that has made a most remarkable advance in 

the evidences of its sense of stewardship. : 


The stewardship secretary and the representative of the 
Church will speak for their work themselves. It is p * r 
your president to say a word about the congregation. is is 
the first time that Holy Trinity church has entertained the 
Synod. Its life as a congregation has been typical of many of 
its sisters. The congregation was organized in 1905 under the 
leadership of the Rev. Frank E. Jensen, one of the early field 
missionaries. That year marked the beginning of missionary

For years Holy Trinity struggled in inadequate meeting pans such as a former 


macaroni factory and a decrepit church r that had been abandoned by another 


denomination. Its early pastors were the Rev. Luther B. Deck and the Rev. John 8. 
Albert. With the coming of the present pastor, the Rev. Carl H. Bartsch in 1917, it 
began to get a true vision of the fundamental purposes of the Church. Five years later 
it moved out of its humble quarters into the present commodious building, a step 
dn hrist gives to those who love Him. 
aced with an indebtedness that would be staggering to any congregation it went 
on without quailing. It has faced internal difficulties and external hindrances like 
the depression but is now practically free of debt. At one period when faith seemed 
to waver its benevolence failed utterly. But from 1934 on it has advanced steadily 
until now its gross income for benevolent purposes as well as its per capita, ranks among 


the highest in the United Lutheran Church. This growth in grace cannot be referred 


to without mention of the emphasis continually put upon tithing by Pastor Bartsch 
and an enthusiastic and growing group of lay people who see the giving of one- 
tenth as the most practical expression of their stewardship.

Synodical Problems 


Pastors Salaries 


At the insistence of President Knubel and Secretary Greever of the U.L.C.A. that 
extra provision be made for their compensation only on condition that similar action 
be urged by all presidents of synods upon congregations and other church agencies, 
your president would call attention to the dire need of increased salaries for the min- 
istry. The cost of living has increased considerably. On the other hand, congregations 
are enjoying increased income due to the higher and more general wages of their loyal 
members. Ministers can do little to enlarge their own incomes no matter how hard 
they work unless church councils recognize the connection between thee pastors enter- 
prise and congregational income. 

While there are 34 parishes that have recognized this situation by increasing their 
pastors’ recompense by an average of 10.7%, there are still too many salaries that have 
not advanced above $1800. (There are 51 out of our total of 95 paying no more 
than that.) Congregations cannot escape responsibility for pastors seeking some other 
solution of their economic problems if they show no disposition to share with them 
their increases in income especially when costs of living too are advancing. May that 
not be one reason for the unusually large number of pastoral changes that have taken 
place within the past year? 

Then, too, looking forward to the end of the war, what minister, having. received 
such salaries as the nation pays its chaplains, will be content to accept a church's call 
unless there is at least a prospect of its reaching a standard of salary aa to what 
he has been receiving in the army or navy? 

A realistic view of the salary question gives more than one answer to the problem 


of shortage of pean: 
Ministerial Supply 


Not only does the appeal for chaplains menace the supply of lcd pastors for 
all the congregations * the Synod but provisions of the Selective Service Act as 
interpreted and applied especially in recent months make prospects for entrance of able

and alert young men into the ministry after 1948 almost nil. Your president would 
urge strongly upon parents and pastors of boys in high school to look favorably upon 
such plans as the navy offers under V-12 and the army under A-12 for preparation for 
the chaplaincy. These provisions have not yet been tried but from all appearances they 
will permit such men to have the collegiate and theological training in schools of their 
own choice so long as they are on the army's or navy's recognized list. In that case 
should the war end the boys will not be sidetracked from preparation for the ministry 
and time will not have been lost. Should the war continue they will still be serving the 
vital purpose of preaching the gospel to those in the armed forces. 


Numbers in Armed Forces 


Questionnaires 1 5 out on March 4th to all congregations . 106 0 
indicating a total 4,687 men and women from this Synod in the armed forces of 
our nation. This is of more than patriotic interest. It means depleted church councils, 
Sunday school staffs, choirs, Luther leagues and even women’s missionary societies, 
not to mention congregations depleted of worshippers and contributors. _ 

As to chaplains, the whole National Lutheran Council has a quota of 154 for the 
army in 1943 (after date of April 10). In 1942 we exceeded our quota. If all student 
applicants for the Navy (of the same date) were accepted our total would be . 
But word has come that in all probability only one out of three student applicants 
are needed. Our men ought to weigh more seriously the strategic importance of the 
home Church in the whole war effort. — Dr. Krumbholz. 


Lutheran World Action 


There is no need to ccmment further on the state of the staid and the distress 
of men’s minds and hearts. Christ came because the world is like this. The Church is 
His saving balm for all its ills. Our one problem is, are we worthy of the trust He 
has placed upon us? Lutheran World Action is one effort of the Church to soothe the 
wounds the world-wide scourge of war is bringing to Christian people. We must not 
fail in this effort. God has blest us far beyond our merit. May we radiate His grace 
to all those included in the National Lutheran Council’s budget.

These statements are in accord with the Treasurer’s books of account and, in our 
opinion, are true summaries of the financial transactions of the year and correctly 
reflect the Synod’s financial position at its close, subject to the realizable value of the 
receivables which constitute the bulk of the assets. 

All cash coming into the hands of the Treasurer during the year was correctly 
recorded and accounted for and all disbursements were made upon proper authoriza- 
tion for the purposes stated in this report.

Report of the Statistician 


Parochial Report blanks from which the statistics of Synod are compiled were 
sent in to the statistician by all but six congregations. Four of these congregations are 
without pastors, one pastor has been away from his congregation due to illness and 
one failed to send in a report without excuse. Where congregations did not make 
a report the figures of 1941 were used for baptized, confirmed and communing mem- 
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bership, Sunday School enrollment and values of church property. The congregations 
which failed to report are all small congregations and the increase or decrease in 1942 
figures would be small and would not greatly affect the totals of the statistics.

The presented the 
Report of the Executive Committee 


Your Executive Committee begs to submit the following report: 

1. The missionary operations of the Synod are committed to this committee by 
the Articles of Incorporation. These activities are covered in the report of the President 
of the Synod acting as missionary superintendent. 

2. Matters referred to us by the Synod: 
| (a) Time of this convention. Pursuant to authority granted to this committee by 

the Synod at the 1942 convention (see minutes, p. 53), it was decided to hold this 
convention beginning on the first Tuesday — the third Monday in May. Owing 
to travel difficulties your committee also decided to hold this convention in Minne- 
apolis, accepting an invitation from Holy Trinity church. 

(b) Payment of money for student work at Madison. (See 1942 minutes, p. 43.) 
After holding the required conferences, your committee adopted the following resolu- 
tion: That the treasurer be instructed to send the entire $500 to the Board of Educa- 
tion with instructions to send $100 to the student pastor for expenses. 

(c) Youth Secretary. (See 1942 minutes, p. 37.) The proposal to employ a 
full time worker for youth work on the der of our Synod will be covered in a 
supplementary report of this committee. 

(d) Amortization of debts to Synod by congregations. (See minutes for 1942, 


p. 53.) Your committee reports that progress has been made in carrying out this 


mandate of the Synod. One congregation, the Church of the 1 Milwaukee, 
has entered into such an arrangement. 

3. Sursum Corda. At a meeting of this committee held 3 24. 1943, it 
was resolved that we recommend to the Synod that 8300 be appropriated for the 
synodical year 1943 out of the current expense fund for Sursum Corda. 

4. The special committee authorized at the 1942 convention of the Synod ‘ 
act with full authority of Synod in the matter of adjusting all difficulties between Se 
John's congregation of Duluth and its Pastor (see 1942 minutes of Synod, p. 44) 
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recommended to this committee that the sum of sixty dollars per month be paid to 
Pastor Reinhardt for six months beginning October Ist. Your committee authorized 
such payments with the understanding that this was taken as a relief measure and not 
to be construed as approval or disapproval of the action so far taken by the special 
committee. 

| 5. Home Mission Fund. At the meeting of this committee held February 24, 1943, 
it was reported that St. Matthew's Church, Wauwatosa, Wis., had offered the Synod 
$300 with the suggestion that it be made the nucleus of a fund for mission purposes. 
The following action was taken: | 


‘It was moved and carried that we submit this matter to the Synod with the 
recommendation that a Home Mission Fund be established, to be administered under 
the following rules: 


“Whereas the congregation of St. Matthew's ‘Church, Wauwatosa, has 
given to the Synod the sum of $300 to be used ‘as a nucleus of a special synodical 
Home Mission Fund for the establishment and the maintenance of home missions on 
the territory of this Synod, with the provision that it be administered by the Executive 
Committee of the Synod and that this committee be empowered to establish rules and 
regulations governing this fund at its inception subject to formal approval’ by the 
church council of said church, and 


“Whereas such a fund will meet a need long felt for the prosecution of Home 
Mission work by the Synod, be it resolved 
That the Executive Committee of the Synod express its gratitude to our Lord 
Jesus Christ for His grace bestowed upon the pastor and people of St. Matthew’ 8 
church that has led them to take this action, and 
That it express its thanks to the church council of St. Matthew's church for 
devising and recommending to the congregation such an initiatory gift, and 
That the Executive Committee hereby authorizes its treasurer to accept this gift 
and to set up therewith a Synodical Home Mission Fund to be administered for the 
purposes and under the rules hereto appended; and 
That the president and stewardship secretary of the Synod be instructed to make 
known as widely as possible the institution, existence and usefulness of this fund and 
solicit additional gifts for it. 


Rules 


1 Synodical Home Mission Fund shall consist of all monies contributed 
by congregations, societies or individuals of the church oer for Home Mission 
purposes and not otherwise restricted as to use, 


II. Only such portions of the Fund may be invested for income purposes as shall 
exceed a certain cash reserve, to be determined as to amount from time to time by the 
Executive Committee. of the Synod, 


III. The cash reserve shall be available, as appropriated by action of the Execu- 

tive Sami. primarily for such purposes as 
“a. The purchase of hymnals, literature and movable equipment necessary for the 

opening of services in new fields prior to the organization of congregations therein. 


b. Incentive to the purchase of real estate by new congregations, by appropria- 
tions conditioned upon the contribution of like sums by the congregations. 


“TV. In extreme cases it may be used for relief of mission qoagengetions in 
special need due to economic or catastrophic emergencies. 


V. Money from this fund may be loaned to home mission congregations for 
such purposes and under such rules as are usual with the Church Extension loans of 
the Board of American Missions, the specific application thereof to be authorized and 
directed by the Executive Committee of the Synod. 


VI. The uses to which this fund shall have been put shall be reported to the 
Synod annually by the synodical superintendent of home missions. 


VII. The accounting of this fund shall be a part of the annual report of the 
treasurer of the Synod and of its audit. 


“VIII. These rules may be amended by the Synod at any time in convention 
assembled.

6. At its meeting on May ‘17th it issued a call to Ensign Paul L. Roth to the 
office of the ministry to be exercised as a chaplain in the United States Naval Reserve. 

7. At its meeting on May 17th the executive committee passed a resolution that 
after a careful study of the matter it favors in principle the establishment of the 
office of youth secretary for the Synod. 

8. Upon motion of the Executive Committee the following resolution was adopted 
and is hereby recommended: 

That Whereas January 10, 1945, will mark the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of Carthage College, and 

‘Whereas Carthage College, by God's grace, has been able to render a real service 
to the church in preparing men for the ministry and men and women for the mis- 
2 service and church- minded men and women for many fields of human 
endeavor, 

“Be it Resolved: that we express our gratitude by participating in the Diamond 
Jubilee program being prepared by the Board of Trustees of Carthage College and 
that as a Synod we approve the opening of the doors of the Synod’s congregations 
to the raising of our share of a Diamond Jubilee Fund should circumstances be 
favorable for this project.’ 

3 9. On the matter of a date for the conventions of the Synod it recommends the 
following as an amendment to the bylaws: 

In order to eliminate the confusion incident to holding the convention of Synod 
and ordaining ministerial candidates before they have been graduated from the Sem 
inary we respectfully recommend that the time of our convention be changed to the 
Tuesday following the Friday nearest to the fifteenth of May. 

10. On the new Pension Plan it was moved and carried that all ministers of the 
Synod now employed and hereafter to be employed for full-time service for the Synod 
be placed under the new ere pension plan of the U. L. C. A.

Report of the Committee on with 
State Luther Leagues 


Although cognizant of the handicaps the impact of wartime has 8 upon tie 
state Luther Leagues in the territory of the Synod, your committee is impressed with 
the courage and fortitude manifested by the respective officers in coping with new 
problems in their planning, such as: the loss of leadership to armed services, restrictions 
in travel, and National rationing programs. 

All state leagues in the Synod report that greater effort must be given to Inter- 
~ mediate Division work. The traditional Visitation program to local leagues is 
becoming difficult, yet state officers are striving to make contacts at regional or district 
rallies. Greater stress is being placed upon the importance and greater practicability of 

such gatherings, and the state organizations are emphasizing the need for local leagues 
to strengthen themselves. An urgent request is made to pastors and other adults to give 
their utmost toward the inspiration and guidance of such effort. 

In writing to your committee, the Executive Secretary of Luther League of America, 
the Rev. Paul M. Kinports, D.D., inquires why the Minnesota and Wisconsin State 
Leagues do not support the national organization in comparison with response received 
from other state and synodical Luther Leagues. He writes: In the past few years we 
have been hearing a great deal about the fine stewardship program which the Northwest 
Synod has inaugurated and the response it has had from the groups within that Synod. 
At the same time the response that we have had from the League in these two organ- 
izations have not been what I would call good stewardship. This is not at all in the 
spirit of criticism, but simply stating the facts and I would appreciate it again if you 
would give me your comment as to this whole matter as there has been a question 
from the leaders of the Luther Leagues as to these two Luther Leagues.“

Your conimistes and these two agencies entered into a ficial agreement which 
recognizes the Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin as our child-placing agency in 
Wisconsin, and agreed, also, that wherever possible the Lutheran Welfare Society will 
use the Nachusa Lutheran Home for Children as a home for United Lutheran children 
in need of such a home. We shall encourage both of these agencies to enlighten our 
people in regard to their work and to come to our congregations and people for 
financial support. 


Forty-nine United Lutheran congregations helped support the work of the Lu- 
theran Welfare Society of Wisconsin in 1942 with gifts totaling $6,317. 15. The 
active membership of the Society on December 31, 1942, was 7,045, which is 3.8% 
of the total National Lutheran Council confirmed membership in Wisconsin, 181,460. 
The total income of the Society in 1942 was $39,235.11. 1942 was the first year 
that the Society ever went over the top“ (105. 6%) in ee goals set for mem - 
bership and contributions. 


The Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota was in part supported in 1942 by 
nineteen United Lutheran congregations with gifts totaling 82,772.93. This Society 
helps maintain a camp on Pine Lake, Amery, Wisconsin, for children, which is sup-

Report of Synodical Board of Home Missions 


New Advances 


The summary of the Synod’s home mission development for 1942 shows another 
marked advance in church strength. Three parishes have attained self-support, namely, 
Long Lake, Mound; Resurrection, Minneapolis; and St. John’s, Phillips. Eleven other 
congregations asked reduced appropriations and assumed corresponding or larger in- 
_ creases in their share of the pastor's salary. Two new missions were taken on by the 
Board of American Missions in 1942 and acquired pastors, namely, Butte, Montana 
and So. Beloit, Illinois. Besides these the Lake of the Isles church in Minneapolis 
acquired a full-time pastor after many years of service by temporary supplies. 


‘Calhoun: Outstanding among the achievements that have crystallized since the 
beginning of 1943 are the formation of two additional congregations, i.e., Reforma- 
tion church of Calhoun, near Waukesha, Wisconsin, and Trinity church of Fort 
Atkinson. The former of these is a product of the zeal of a voluntary group of mem- 
bers of St. Luke’s, Waukesha, who organized two years ago as Mission Founders, Inc. 
Under the leadership of the Rev. I. R. Kraemer and Mr. Wylock Scott, Sunday school 
points were established at Little Muskego Lake and on Highway 59 near Calhoun. 
Supported largely by this group the Muskego Lake people formed a congregation and 
called the-Rev. Wm. C. Stump, a former field missionary of this Synod, as pastor. He 
assumed his activities in May, 1942, and on November Ist succeeded in organizing 
a new congregation of 82 members at Calhoun. The Board of American Missions 
accepted it as meeting all its requirements and beginning January 1, 1943, Pastor 
Stump has been on its list of resident home missionaries. The congregation was fortu- 
nate in acquiring a property suitable for both parsonage and church purposes and by 
the help of the Church Extension funds has acquired title to it. : 


Fort Atkinson: Field Missionary Shelhart after six months work including only 
four of services gathered a congregation of 118 members which organized on February 
7th as Trinity church of Fort Atkinson, Wisconsin. This field has been under. the 
observation of Pastors G. F. Genszler and C. F. Schneider during their work at nearby 
Jefferson. At the suggestion of the former the Board of American Missions had sur- 
veyed the field several years ago recommending further investigation and at the urgent 
insistence of Pastor Schneider the Synodical Board sent Pastor Shelhart into the field 
last summer. The congregation is worshipping in a lodge hall for the time being and 
is seeking a full time resident pastor. The Sunday school numbers 75. 


Many Changes 


A study of the appended tabulation indicates the unusually large number of nine 
changes of pastorates among the missions during 1942. Three more since the first of 
this year are as follows: 


Antigo-Polar: left vacant January 31 by the resignation of the Rev. H. T. Ras- 
mussen; the Rev. Louis Piehl, assistant pastor at Epiphany, — accepted the 
call and became pastor on March 1. 


Nativity, Milwaukee: left vacant November 22 by the resignation of the Rev. 
A. C. Baughman to become an army chaplain; has called senior seminarian John D. 
Roth conditional upon his graduation and ordination. 


Bethlehem, Portage: left vacant March 12 by the resignation of the Rev. Harlon 


M. Miller to become a navy chaplain, i is being served by the Rev. George R. Flora, 
supply pastor at Wisconsin Dells. : 


Building Projects 


Green hey: Two congregations have building projects in prospect. Resurrection, 
Green Bay acquired a well located lot and only war conditions have prevented its 
erection of a new church. The congregation is still on the alert for materials and 
releases that will permit it either to put the old building on the property in shape for 
temporary use as a church or to build the first unit of a new church plant. 


Wisconsin Dells: Bethany church, Wisconsin Dells, is studying plans for the erec- 
tion of a church as soon as possible on its beautiful property acquired last year. 
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| Home Mission Councils 

The Lutheran Home Mission Council of America, an intersynodical body organ- 
ized several years ago, recently merged into a new department of the National Lutheran 
Council known as the Commission of American Missions. Its present work is pri- 
marily the care of shifting populations, especially in the neighborhood of great defense 
industries. But it carries with it also the purpose of planning home missions on a 
national and non-competitive basis. It is divided into regional councils of which there 
are five on the territory of the Synod of the Northwest. These are designated as the 
Twin Cities, Montana, Fargo, Sioux Falls, and Madison areas. The Synod of the 
Northwest has representation on all five of these councils and your home mission 
committee has authorized the payment of the Synod's share of the councils’ expenses. 
There are great possibilities inherent in the establishment of these councils. 


Women's Missionary Societies 


Your Committee was helped again by the funds provided by the Wisconsin Con- 
ference society. It was enabled to appropriate $300 to the new Calhoun mission as an 
incentive to the congregation to raise a like amount for the purchase of its new prop- _ 
erty. It also provided funds for much of the equipment needed by Synodical Missionary 
Shelhart with which to begin his work at Fort Atkinson. 


‘Looking Forward 


Crystal Village: Your Committee has authorized the further investigation of 8 
tal Village and the western part of Robbinsdale, Minnesota, following a survey made 
by the Board of American Missions in 1940. A group of Northwestern seminary 
students surveyed it further in January and the territory is being recanvassed by the 
Rev. Harvey C. Seebach, a member of Salem church, Minneapolis, with a view to the 
establishment of a new congregation there. 

Synodical Missionary: Your Committee has authorized Synodical Missionary Shel- 
hart to investigate the possibility of establishing a work in a definite new field. 


Church Extension Items 

The accompanying ‘list of Church Extension loans prepared by Mr. Elwood L. 
Bowman, secretary of the Church Extension Division of the Board of American 
Missions indicates progress in putting the many loans in the Northwest Synod in good 
order. It is to be noted that since last year’s report the loans in the following places 
have all been reclassified: Marshfield, Lansford, Oxboro, West Allis and Glenburn, 
Ascension St. Paul, Killdeer, White Bear Lake and Winnipeg have acted favorably 
on definite plans since the date of Mr. Bowman's report.

3. Presidential Activities. 


_ We thank our president for the faithful administration of the many duties that his 
office requires. We urge all pastors to be prompt in sending their reports which 
come from the president's office. 


4. U.L.C.A. Convention. 

We are grateful to note that the United Lutheran Church in America is honoring 
our Synod by holding its next biennial convention on our territory at the invitation 
of the Twin Cities Pastoral Association; and recommend that e cooperate fully 
with this association properly to entertain this convention. 


3. Pastors Salaries. 


In view of the fact that the cost of living has increased, new taxes nae been 
added, additional demands and appeals made upon the clergymen by the war, and 
inasmuch as in most instances salaries and wages have generally been increased: and 
inasmuch as the salaries of clergymen are deplorably low in many instances, we would 
recommend that the president of Synod be instructed, with the aid of the presidents 
of conferences, personally to contact church councils and present to them the urgent 
need of increased salaries for their pastors. 


6. Ministerial Supply. : 
We note with pride that eight of our pastors have offered 8 as chaplains 
in the armed forces of our nation and we thank God that they have heeded the call to 
serve the men of our armed forces. Due to a general lack of knowledge on the subject 
we recommend that regulations V-12 and A- 12 be thoroughly discussed on the floor 


of this convention. 


We also recommend that the congregations of Synod cordially invite the Steward- 
ship Secretary into their churches to talk with our young men about the gospel 
ministry. ; 


7. Numbers in Armed Fo orces. 

We rejoice in the number of men and women from our Synod who are in the 
service of our country, among them being many of the young leaders of our con- 
gregations. We would urge all pastors to send names and addresses of their service men 
and women to the Service Commission of the National Lutheran Council. 

8. Lutheran World Action. 
Our continued interest and support of Lutheran World Action should be manda- 


tory. We recommend that all pastors and congregations give strict heed to our presi- 


dent's plea not to fail in this worthy and extremely urgent appeal and sive this cause 
priority among our many activities during these years of war. :

The committee asked the chairman to recommend Pastor Reinhardt as a candidate 
to three vacant parishes in Synod. The chairman wrote to the secretaries of the three 
congregations, recommending Pastor Reinhardt and offering the services of any or all 
of the members of the committee for counsel. An answer was received from only one 
congregation which stated that they had called a pastor. 


The chairman also wrote to the United Lutheran Publication House and to a 


member of the Publication Board, recommending Pastor Reinhardt for a position as 
reader of manuscript. They answered that the Publication House was not consider- 
ing any additions to its staff at this time. 

Prof. Huffman spent two days in December, 1942, among the people of St.

Dr. Dressler also presented the following additional report of the 
Committee on Duluth Adjustment 


Your committee has spent many hours of time and not a few dollars in con- 
ducting a study of a situation at Duluth which fourteen years has rendered nearly or 
quite impossible of an ideal solution. 

We did not accept our duty, committed to us by you, as one of fixing responsibility 
for the trouble, but rather one of finding a solution. This, we have tried to do with 


Divine help. 


The only censure which we wish to make falls upon us all as a Synod in that 
we are forced to observe a deficiency in our Synodical machinery for settling pastoral- 
congregational problems. We hope that this convention will deal with this problem 
which. however, has nothing to do with the solution of this immediate problem. 


Our solution is the following, and the first two parts are not to be adopted 


separately, but as one: 

1, Pastor Reinhardt agrees to resign. 

2. Synod will recognize Pastor Reinhardt's Divine call and accepts the responsibili- 
ty of providing for a continuation of his ministry at the earliest possible time, and 
meanwhile agrees to supply minimum support for him and his family if such is 
needed, a total not to exceed $1,500 per year. : 

3. We recommend that this committee be continued in order to give all possible 
assistance to the Rev. H. E. Reinhardt in the adjustments which will be made for 
the continuation of his ministry. 

The following is Pastor Reinhardt’ s letter of promise of resignation:

Report of the Delegation to the Louisville Convention 
of the U. L. C. A. 


Your delegation to the thirteenth biennial convention of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, assembled at Louisville, Kentucky, October 14-21, 1942, was 
constituted as elected at the 1942 meeting of the Synod. Owing to the inability of 
Pastor Berg and Messrs. Genz and Wilson, primarii, to attend, the Rev. C. H. 
Zeidler, Mr. Roy Miller and Mr. David E. Archie, alternates, took their places. . 

While many of the members of your delegation took assigned parts as members 
of convention committees, and a few took part in open discussions, two were out- 
standingly prominent. The Rev. Paul H. Roth made the address at the ‘bicentennial 
celebration of Muhlenberg’s arrival in America, and the Rev. A. A. Zinck presented 
a part of the report of the Board of American Missions. The Synod was honored by 

the election of two of its members to important boards: Mr. J. W. Jouno to the 
Board of Social Missions and the Rev. John F. Fedders to the Board of Deaconess 
Work. The terms of Drs. Zinck and Meck and Pastor Gerberding continue on the 
boards of American missions, Education and Foreign Missions, respectively. The Rev. 

Clarence B. Lund was appointed on the Committee on Church Music. Dr. Fedders 
was reappointed on the committee on Army and Navy Work, Dr. Zinck as commis- 
sioner to the National Lutheran Council, and Dr. P. H. Roth and Mr. J. K. Jensen 
on the special commission on relations to American Lutheran church bodies. 

The three outstanding items producing action were war conditions, church unity, 
and ministerial pensions. 

Concerning war conditions the Church reported some 56, 000 men and women in 
the armed services of the country. It appealed for chaplains and asked the Executive 
Board to rule on the ecclesiastical endorsement by the Committee on Army and Navy 
Work of applications for the chaplaincy as a call of the Church to such service. It 
voted full approval of the plans of the National Lutheran Council for Lutheran World 
Action in 1943 and 1944. 

As to church unity, the spirit < of the convention was hopeful. Addresses by such 

men as Dr. Theodore Graebner, Dr. Conrad Bergendoff, Dr. Martin Anderson, Dr. 
Emanuel Poppen and Dr. N. C. Carlsen made deep impressions upon your delegation 
as pointing to a day of closer relationships between all Lutherans. A telegram from 
the convention of the American Lutheran Church, meeting concurrently, brought forth 
action authorizing President Knubel to declare pulpit and altar fellowship between our 
Church and that body. To a proposal to enter into closer fellowship with the Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ in America the Convention replied by enlarging its 
number of consultative delegates and increasing its . to the Council's 
treasurx 

On ministerial pensions the convention voted to continue indefinitely the existing 
pensions system, but to approve also a contributory plan to be effective in addition as 
soon as 500 pastors and congregations shall have entered into it. 


) An outstanding novelty in this convention was an afternoon session doce al- 
most entirely to the instruction of and discussion by ministerial and lay delegates for 
the purpose of their presentation of the whole work of the whole Church to every 
constituent congregation through post- -convention meetings. Your delegation attended 
to a man and later participated in covering almost the whole of the Synod with such 
meetings. 

Your delegation thanks the Synod for the hosing and privileges conferred upee it 
collectively and individually by your selection of its members.

Miss Christie Zimmerman, missionary to India, on furlough, completed a month's 
itinerary of the Synod, which began on January 8, 1943, at Trinity, Fort Atkinson, 


Wis., our youngest Home Mission church. Other places in Wisconsin visited by Miss 
Zimmerman were La Crosse, Wisconsin Dells, Waukesha and Milwaukee (St. Peter's 
and Lake Park). In Minnesota she was heard at Winona, Cahill, North St. Paul, 
Lindstrom, Mahtomedi, St. Paul (Holy Trinity), and Minneapolis (at St. Mark’s, 


St. John’s, Epiphany, Mt. Carmel, Richfield, Salem and Redeemer). The Spencer- — 
Salem parish in South Dakota and Billings and Columbus, Montana, were included 


in a Foreign Missions itinerary for the first time. Travel and weather conditions can- 


celled other scheduled appointments in the Western Conference. 


The Rev. George R. Flora, formerly a missionary in Liberia, spoke and showed 
pictures of our Africa mission stations at Wisconsin D Portage and Neenah, Wis- 


consin, and at several Twin City churches. 


Dr. Edwin Moll, Executive Secretary of the Board of Foreign Missions, gave 
the chief address at the Central Conference convention of the Women’s Missionary 
Society, held in Faith church, St. Paul, on October 1. 1942. He spent the preceding 
week in the Twin City area, speaking at Reformation church, St. Paul, and at Re- 
deemer, Salem, Richfield, St. Mark's, Holy Trinity, Resurrection churches and at 
Northwestern seminary and the Optimists’ club in Minneapolis. 

Churches throughout the Synod observed the centennial of Foreign Missions in 
India commemorating Father Christian Frederick Heyer’s advent into that country in 
July, 1842. The four-page attractive folder prepared by the Foreign Missions Board 
was used generally and congregations gave generously to the $100,000 Centenary Fund. 


A communication was addressed to all Sunday schools by the Committee in behalf 


of Foreign Mission Time Appeal for 1943.“ One-half of the pastors of the Synod 


ordered the literature and offering envelopes furnished by the Foreign Board. This 
would seem to indicate that the Foreign Mission Time Appeal was presented in but 
fifty per cent of our Sunday schools. The committee urges all pastors to participate 
in this annual endeavor so that the children shall have instruction in the world-wide 
mission of the church. Our Mission in British Guiana, which celebrates its bicentennial 
this year, will be the beneficiary of this year’s appeal. 


The committee desires to add its emphasis to ‘Lutheran World Action.“ 


Following a Fellowship Deputation School, at Gettysburg, Pa., r on May 
30, furloughed, repatriated and retired missionaries will be assigned to areas throughout 


the country for the purpose of cultivating intensively the Church on behalf of Foreign 


Missions. 
The Board of Foreign 1 is now investigating fields in Brazil. West China 


and East Africa for n new work after the war is over.

Frozen for the duration might well describe much of the work among students. 
This is especially true of the smaller colleges where student bodies have diminished and 


where no assignment has been made for military or naval schooling. 
At the two major schools on our territory, Minnesota and Wisconsin 88 


the student pastors have the added responsibilities of serving large numbers of trainees. 
both men and women, and continuing with their usual programs. 


A Lutheran Student House is in operation at Madison and a like house has been 
contemplated at Minneapolis. The work at both institutions is sponsored by Lutheran 
Student Foundations, and is supported by member Synods and congregations of the 
National Lutheran Council.

Pastor Clarence W cued presented the 
Report of the Committee on Church Music 


Your committee is again bravely at work on the problems that rise out of choir 
loft, organ loft and pulpit, as our church music is affected. 


The war's problems have affected church music. Loss of men in the personnel is 


forcing our choirs to use many younger boys’ voices; and to develop more things for 


female voices. The committee is prepared to make suggestions both as to personnel and 
music required for such circumstances. 

Attention is called to the several helps that are available to our church music com- 
mittees. But before we present them we would suggest that a real attempt at efficiency 
be made in our church councils and music committees. This understanding on the part 
of the church’s general leadership, would greatly assist those particularly charged with 
leadership in the realm of church music. Certainly the following helps should be 
investigated by organists, choirmasters and pastors. But it would be of still greater 


value if our committees understood them, too. 


Here are the helps we would list. } 

1. A live, aspiring and perspiring music journal, known as Sursum Corda, has 
been said by many authorities to cover the ground pretty well. We have reasons for 
not saying too much ourselves, though we are proud of the fact that it is the chairman 
of Synod’s Committee who edits the journal. Make Sursum Corda available to your 
committee, organist and choirmaster. At a cost of $3 a year, your council can furnish 
this guide and information, to the two in the church whose interest and responsibility 
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is 80 important to the church’s right understanding of the subject. Many Church 
Councils can afford to make possible more copies for the other leaders in the field. 


2. Excellent recordings of The Common Service are available from the United 
Lutheran Publication House. And while many churches have men who have heard 
them, all too few have studied them. They cost $3.50 and will stand as many playings 
as is necessary for the choir to learn their value. The singing at conventions we have 
been attending shows that very few have benefitted from these recordings as yet. 


3. Again we recommend Choir Festivals; and while transportation may cut their 
attendance, there are many places where they could be held very easily. Choir Director 
of St. John’s in Oshkosh is a case in point; and the Fox River Valley of Wisconsin 
has cooperated well. 


4. Literat ure is available in book form: and while it isn't in as convenient form 


nor as regular in its appearance, it ought to be made available to our singers. The 
Lutheran church should have only the best preaching and music.

"The Lutheran" 


Your committee on the circulation of The Lutheran’’ reports as follows on the 
results of its efforts toward securing the wider circulation of our church's paper in 
the territory of this Synod: During the last campaign 28 out of 109 congregations 
reported subscriptions. There were 210 new subscriptions for one year, 28 for six 
months, 43 renewals for one year and one for six months, making a total of 282 
subscriptions. The quota for our Synod is 2,409 subscriptions. We now have 991 on 
the list, or about 41% of the quota set by the church (5% of the confirmed member- 

ship). During the past year there was a net gain of only 20 subscriptions. 
| Your committee feels that the church is trying to give us the best church paper 
possible. Your committee also feels that The Lutheran’’ is among the best church 
papers in the country, and that on the basis of merit alone it deserves much more 
support from the pastors of our Synod than it has received. 

The committee desires to thank all the pastors who cooperated wholeheartedly in 
the last campaign, and urges all others to recognize both the need and value of a wider 
distribution of The Lutheran” in their congregations.

Church Schools 


The committee arranged the itinerary of the Rev. E. 8. Spees, field secretary for 
youth work of the Parish and Church School Board, who visited our territory from 
September 22 to October 13, 1942. He spoke at 26 meetings, with 103 congrega- 
tions represented, 65 pastors in attendance, an average attendance per Tr, of 55 
and a total attendance at all meetings of 1,428. The total offering was $118.63 which 
was used to defray travel expenses, 
| The committee has also arranged the itinerary of the Rev. Earl Rudisill, Ph.D., 
adult secretary of the same board, who will visit our Synod this fall, from September 
15 to October 3. The committee has scheduled his appearance in as many strategically 
located points as possible, and asks your cooperation in getting pastors and people out 
to the group meetings arranged for them. Dr. Rudisill will discuss the whole program 
of parish education, with emphasis upon adult work, parent education and family life. 

Secretary Arthur H. Getz informs us that a total of 188 course cards, first and 
second series, were awarded to workers of the Northwest Synod during 1942. 120 
is an increase of 29 over 1941 

Children of the Church observance of the Heyer and Muhlenberg coabeaniole was 
quite general. The total amount contributed by Synod's children of the church to the 
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work of the national organization was $293.95. A course on children of the church 

work was given at the Green Lake, Wisconsin, Summer School, with Mrs. Dwight 
Shelhart as the teacher. Children of the Church festivals are scheduled for the week of 
November 7-14, 1943, with the theme, “‘Lutheran Children Around the World.“ 
The Wisconsin Conference children of the church leader’ s rally is set for May 18, 1943, 
at the Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 


The work of this department is now definitely placed under the sponsorship of 


synodical committees on parish and church schools. We therefore urge each parish to 
utilize the program and materials to the fullest extent possible, and to cooperate with 
the conference chairmen appointed by this committee. Inasmuch as there is no source 
from which this work may be financed, we urge that the conference church school 
associations underwrite the expense of promoting it. This would require but a frac- 
tional per capita levy on member schools. 

The Parish School magazine had a 11% % increase in subscriptions. Our Synod 
rose from 11th to 7th place in total subscriptions. There were 91 new subscriptions, 

for a total of 272. 


A survey of parish education is under, way, through the office of Dr. Greever. The 


results will be made available to the church as soon as tabulated. 

Both the Wisconsin and Western conferences again held successful summer schools, 
while the Central conference conducted both Senior and Junior camps. According to 
present information, all schools will continue. These schools have proved their worth 
in training leaders and in inspiring youth to Christian service, and we ask for the 

_ prayers and support of all congregations, so that they may continue to function and 
enlarge their usefulness, 

Regional leadership institutes have been reported from the Northwest Milwaukee 
district, the Fox River Valley and the Twin Cities of Minnesota. 


The 36th annual Sunday School convention of the Wisconsin Conference was held 


at Resurrection church, Milwaukee, in August, 1942, while the Central Conference 
convention was held at Salem church, Minneapolis, during May. The latter association 
has voted to hold a Fall convention during 1943. 

The proposed pastor's seminar, which had already been planned for this year, 
was cancelled by the committee in charge because of travel restrictions. This project is 
sponsored by the Seminary Alumni, and was recommended in our last annual report. 

During 1942 the Parish and Church School Board published additional units in 


the Christian Youth series. The senior unit, Planning Life's Partnership, covering 


the field of boy-girl relationships and preparation for marriage, was prepared by the 
chairman of this committee, and represents his third contribution to this series. 
The Parish board is now cooperating with the American Lutheran Church and 


the Augustana Synod in preparation of a new Sunday School course to be known 


as the Christian Growth” series. It will take the place of our ‘Craton Life course, 
and will begin to appear in October 1944. |

3 committee has endeavored to stimulate interest among promising young men 


| in the vocation of the ministry. Much has been done in congregational contacts, Luther 


Leagues, summer Bible Schools, visits to college and university and — interviews 
made by both lay and ministerial members. 


Again the Church is faced with a shortage of men for the ministry. We need 
more men of quality, ability, faith and courage to offer themselves for the preparation 
for the work of the ministry. We plead with pastors and laymen to seek such men, 
to present the matter as opportunity offers and above all to pray the Lord of the 
harvest that He will send laborers. To this end the United Lutheran Church called a 
meeting of representatives of each of our Synods and Seminaries at Zion Lutheran 
Church, Harrisburg, Pa., December 3, 1942. Your chairman was the representative 
of our Synod and Seminary. A full day’s discussion did much to stimulate all present 
to increase endeavors to provide more and better men for the ministry. There was an 
exchange of ideas in recruiting and selecting which was very helpful. Some synods have 
well worked out methods of selection which we do well to use. The methods of re- 
cruiting and selecting are left to the synods and seminaries and no uniform program 
was adopted for the entire United Lutheran Church. Our synod is fortunate in | having 


a Stewardship Secretary who will give part of his time to this work. 


Some of our prospective ministerial students have been called to serve in the 
armed forces of our country. Our committee has cooperated with the President of 
Synod and with the President of the Seminary in securing deferment of some minis- 
terial students who are now in college or university and who will enter the seminary 
on or before September, 1945, Some of our most gifted prospects have chosen to 
enter the armed forces of our country rather than receive the deferment to which they 
are entitled. We are in correspondence with them and they declare that their determina- 
tion to enter the Seminary after the war is as strong as ever. We pray that their desire 
may be granted.

Postage 
has been doubled which requires twice the amount of outlay for each issue. Since 
January 1. 1943, the booklet department has turned over to the treasurer of synod 
$900.00, profit from sales of booklets. All bills are paid. 

For the past six issues an average of 25,000 per issue have been purchased by 
the National Lutheran Council for free ane to our men in the armed forces 
of our country serving all over the world. 

In spite of the rise in production cost we are still able to furnish the booklets 
at the same rate to our customers because of the increase in the volume of business.

For the first nine months of 1942 the total of these bequests in these 
seven cities was only $796,000.
